THREE-YEAR PLAN THANKS TO £50K GRANT CASH

TWO Blackdown Hills nature reserves have been 
selected for a project hoping to boost populations of 
reptiles and amphibians. 

The project will run over three years at Ashculm Turbary 
and Lickham Common in the Blackdown Hills — and at 
Bovey Heathfield and Chudleigh Knighton Heath in the 
Bovey Basin — and started last month. 

The project is being undertaken by Devon Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) thanks to a grant of almost £50,000 from 
Biff award, a multi-million pound environment fund 
managed by the Royal Society of Wildlife Trusts (RSWT), 
which utilises landfill tax credits donated by Biffa Waste 
Services through the Landfill Communities Fund. 

DWT was able to secure this grant thanks to generous 
donations from The Marjorie and Geoffrey Jones 
Charitable Trust and Sibelco UK. 

The programme of work will help reptiles and 
amphibians animals by restoring lowland heathland habitat 
and enhancing existing areas. 


Along with this work, ponds, egg-laying heaps and 
hibemacula for hibernation will be created for a variety of 
species including adders, great crested newts and grass 
snakes. 

Andy Bakere, DWT’s nature reserves co-ordinator in the 
south of the county, said: “Reptiles and amphibians are 
particularly vulnerable and in decline which is largely due 
to the loss of lowland heathland. 

“This is the only habitat which supports all six native 
species of reptiles, so by targeting work in these areas there 
is a good chance of boosting populations of these 
interesting creatures. 

“This project would not have been able to progress 
without the generous funding from DWT Corporate 
Supporters, Sibelco UK, who stepped in at the last minute 
to help release the grant.”

I HOPE you all had a great Christmas, we had 
all the family around, with kids everywhere, 
too much to eat and drink, but its only once a 
year! 

I think it is very important to introduce children to 
the outdoors and woodland especially. In the 
Blackdowns we have a very strong ‘forest school’ 
group, which allows children into the woods safely. 

The Blackdown Hills AONB invited some French 
delegates from the agricultural and forestry ministries 
and they met at my place. 

This meeting was part of a ‘cordiale’ project to 
swap and learn how both countries operate their 
forestry systems, and practices. 

The French, of course, on the whole coppice their 
hedges, where as we mostly lay ours. I think the main 
reason for that is that we have a lot of double hedge 
hanks especially here in the Blackdowns. 

Data recorded by the Woodland Trust suggests that 
our native trees are reacting to climate change by 
ripening their fruit some 18 days earlier, compared to 
10 years ago. 

Professor Tim Sparks (advisor to the Trust), said: 
“There is a suggestion that the average ripening dates 
have some correlation with mean temperatures 
recorded for April, so we presume that the link is 
through earlier flowering leading to earlier ripening.” 

I have certainly noticed this in hazel and crab apple 
this year, so much so that I nearly missed our normal 
crab apple crop. 

Of course, this has huge repercussions for wildlife 
because the fruit, if early, will not last as long into the 
winter. I am not sure this phenomenon is just due to 
climate change, I think it has as much to do with a 
water shortage (which of course could itself be 
caused by climate change). The plants, I believe, 
because they sense less water in the summer, flower 
early to make sure they can produce fruit before the 
winter. 

It was plant-a-tree week at the beginning of 
December and we planted 16 oak trees in our parish 
and helped two schools plant some apple trees. I 
heard that a parish in Dorset had planted two hundred 
that week — good on them. 

The Blackdown and East Devon Woodland 
Assosiation is holding a grade and measurement 
course for valuing living trees and timber in 
February. This course should be valuable to 
woodland owners with respect to getting the best out 
of their timber. Visit www.woodbiz.co.uk for 
information.

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Neil says energy policies

MP for Tiverton and Honiton 
and Member of the Wood Panel 
Industry All-Party 

Parliamentary Group Neil 
Parish has met with managing 
director of the international 
forest products company, 
Norbord, Karl Morris, to 
support the Stop Burning Our 
Trees campaign. 

At the event, held in the House of 
Commons on November 22nd, Neil 
Parish said that the Government’s 
energy policies could result in a rise 
in wood prices. 

He said: “This is a grave threat to 
the 2,220 people who are employed 
in primary production and 
processing and the 15,000 green 
jobs supported by the forestry sector 
in the south west.” 

Norbord’s wood panel plant at 
South Molton currently provides 
work for 400 people. 

The Stop Burning Our Trees 
Campaign is also concerned that the 
Government’s green policies could 
increase C02 emissions but admits 
that burning wood as a source of 
fuel is greener than coal in the long 
term. 

Currently, the campaign aims to 
collect 100,000 signatures to have 
the matter debated in the House of 
Co mm ons under the Government’s 
e-petition initiative.

BIRD REMARKS 
STRIKE CHORD 


MY recent remarks on the 
disappearance of garden bird 
life and the steady increase in 
predators such as grey squirrels, 
magpies and sparrowhawks, 
seems to have struck a chord 
amongst a great many readers 
readers. 

Emails and letters have made it 
clear that there is deep concern over 
the loss and disappearance of so 
much of the wild life we have, 
hitherto, almost taken for granted. 
On my own patch we have only 
sparrows, the odd blue tit, a robin 
and a blackbird. 

Amongst my correspondents is 
Bill Short, a retired farmer from 
Aston, near Axminster, and who 
reminds me that decades ago many 
bird species which were so plentiful 
in the 1950 and ‘60s have now 
vanished or are in decline. Predators 
were then far fewer in numbers and 
under the control of the much larger 
workforce on the land. “The 


countryside”, he writes,” although 
still green and pretty is in deep 
trouble, largely of our own making. 
Sparrowhawks and badgers were 
protected by law and now we are 
over-run by them”. 

On his farm, until about 1990, bird 
life and other creatures such as 
hedgehogs, slow worms, snakes, 
bumblebees and butterflies 
sustained their numbers while 
magpies and crows were rigorously 
kept down. Now, he writes, the past 
five years have seen all-round 
declines and it has become a 
national problem but still does not 
seem to sink in! 

Another reader, Maggie Wright, 
has had a squirrel trap installed and 
while grey squirrels are still seen 
occasionally, their numbers have 
been greatly reduced. Control she 
says, which simply means killing, is 
something country-bred people take 
in their stride but some folk can’t 
understand the reasoning behind it. 


Margery Robinson who lives in 
Whitford notes that blue tits have 
almost vanished and whilst stag 
beetles used to appear at dusk in the 
summer they are now never seen. 
Even worm casts on the lawn have 
vanished and this year house flies 
were barely in evidence, though she 
is not deploring their absence. 

However, on a slightly more 
upbeat note, Mr R.Whittingon from 
Curry Mallet tells me that he has two 
clusters of ladybirds in a corner 
between a wall and ceiling and 
which have been there for nearly 
four weeks. This is the first time he 
has ever seen this phenomenon. 
Hopefully, they are not harlequin 
ladybirds, the aliens from the 
Continent which are spreading 
rapidly and destroying native 
ladybirds. 

■ Are you a cyclist looking for a 
new challenge? If so. I’m told that 
eight new bike rides offering 
challenging climbs, heart-stopping 


descents and wonderful views have 
been created in the Blackdown Hills. 
All the routes, accompanied by maps 
and a year-round calendar of 
countryside events can be found at 
www.blackdownhillsaonb.org.uk . 

If, however, bird-watching is more 
your thing, then how about a new 
series of wildlife weekends with the 
experts on Brownsea Island? This is, 
I gather, the first time that residential 
wildlife courses have been offered 
at The Villa, the Dorset Wildlife 
Trust’s HQ on the Island’s nature 
reserve. The first course will be 
concerned with winter waders from 
January 27th to 29th when the Island 
is closed to the public and a time 
when the lagoon is alive with 
wading birds. Currently there are 
around 1,200 avocets on the reserve, 
as well as hundreds of black-tailed 
godwits and up to 15 spoonbills as 
well as other waders, all of which 
can be observed from the four hides. 
Red squirrels and water voles are 


also on the agenda. The cost of the 
weekend is £220 and includes 
accommodation, food, guides and 
boat transport. To book, go to 
www.kingcombecentre.org or ring 
01300 320684. 

Letters from readers supporting 
my comments about the decline in 
garden birds over recent years keep 
landing on my desk. Mrs Dorothy 
Thomas, of Honiton, tells me that 
she has fed birds in her garden for 
60 years and noted the steady 
decline in numbers. She attributes 
the loss, not only to sparrowhawks 
and cats, but also the use of slug 
pellets, dirty bird feeders and this 
year’s cold spring. 

Of Dalwood, Ken West has 
observed a marked fall in the 
number of house martins returning 
each year to nest. For years he had at 
least six pairs nesting at his cottage, 
but for the last two years not a single 
bird has turned up. He believes the 
loss of these martins can be 
attributed to peregrines and greater 
spotted woodpeckers. He has, he 
writes, seen peregrines plucking 
martins out of the air. I suspect, 
however, that the falcon he has seen 
taking martins is a hobby, the highly 
agile little falcon which, in 
appearance, resembles a miniature 
peregrine. Woodpeckers he notes, 
hang on to the martins’ nest and drill 
in to them to snatch the chicks. On 
the other hand, sparrows are thriving 
in the Dalwood area and also have 
been seen puling martin chicks from 
their nests. 

On the other side of the coin, Don 
Walker tells me that he has had a 
colony of around 20 sparrows for six 
years, until three weeks ago when 


they suddenly disappeared, with 
only the odd one returning to the 
bird table. He has seen no sign of 
sparrowhawks and there are few 
cats, so why have they vanished he 
asks? Frankly, I don’t know. Perhaps 
they have found another bird feeder 
more to their liking. I suspect, 
however, that they will return in the 
fullness of time. 

Meanwhile, the dozens of 
windfalls from my apple tree are 
providing a feast for blackbirds and 
even redwings, though the latter 
which have recently arrived, seem to 
prefer the mass of berries which are 
providing a blaze of scarlet on the 
holly trees. Woodpigeon, too, are 
clambering round the trees, stuffing 
their crops with the berries, 
hundreds of which now lie scattered 
on the ground. 

Woodcock have started to arrive in 
the West Country and only last week 
I saw several whilst picking-up with 
my Labradors on a local shoot. 
These handsome waders tend to 
keep ahead of cold, bitter weather, 
and their increasing numbers may be 
a reflection of the wintry conditions 
in the north and east. The western 
parts of the country usually offer a 
haven for ’cock as they seek soft, 
unfrozen ground in their hunt for 
worms and other invertebrates.

Looking Forward to the Delights of the Garden 
in February and March 

By February the promise of spring is with us, with the emergence of 
snowdrops, crocus and the anticipation of daffodils. However, there 
are trees that provide both a backdrop to spring bulbs and a floral 
accompaniment to them. The stems of birches (Betula spp.), Tibetan 
Cherry (Prunus serrula) and Paper Bark Maple (Acer griseum) light 
up in low watery sunlight at this time of year. In contrast late 
winter/early spring flower is provided by the pale pink or white 
blossom of oriental cherry species such as Prunus subhirtells 
‘Autumnalis’ and Prunus incisa ‘Praecox’ or the bright yellow flowers 
of Cornelian Cherry Cornus mas. 

These aren’t the sort of plants you can usually just pick up at a 
garden centre. It is best to go to a specialist tree grower, such as 
Thornhayes Nursery, who can offer sound advice and quality plants, 
based on years of experience and growing.

First Four OffRoad Ltd have been 
trading for 10 years, 5 of those have been from their base on 
the Flightway Business Park at Dunkeswell.

H ONDA caused of a stir when it launched its 
previous generation Civic. To say it was a 
radical departure from the norm is 
something of an understatement. Aimed at 
attracting younger drivers to the brand, its radical 
appearance went some way to helping Honda 
towards its goal. 

What we have now is Honda’s ninth generation Civic, a 
car packing greater levels of refinement and comfort while 
also delivering a driving experience that should please 
those seeking a bit of fun from their daily commute. In 
diesel form the car is also considerably cleaner, and if you 
haven’t already noticed it’s visually a little less in your 
face. 

This Civic’s overall stance might be similar to the 
previous car, but it’s been softened slightly fore and aft. A 
black centre section replaces the glossy nose of old, while 
at the back the design of the car’s light bar has been toned 
down plus its been repositioned as part of tailgate redesign 
to boost rearward visibility. And there’s now a rear wiper - 
proof that Honda does listen to customer feedback. 

Overall, though, the Civic retains its athletic-looking 
profile. The glass area has been reduced to exaggerate the 
car’s ‘sporty’ character along with the inclusion of the 
steeply raked windscreen. 

The sporty theme continues inside, with the driver’s 
environment divided into an almost wrap around section 
including the main instruments and gearlever, making you 
feel like you’re in the cockpit of a racing car. The rest - 
high level digital speedometer, audio unit, climate controls 
- are above and to the left respectively where you’d expect 
them. 

Unusually for a car in this class, cabin space is also good. 
It’s often a compromise - good up front but only fine for 
children in the back - but Honda touts the Civic as having 
‘class leading’ cabin space and adult-friendly rear 
legroom. 

Furthermore, the Civic’s load carrying abilities are no 
less impressive. There’s a ‘second trunk’ compartment in 
the boot floor for your valuables, plus with 477 litres and 
1,378 litres available with the rear seats up and folded flat 
respectively, the new Civic follows in the footsteps of the 
smaller Jazz with its above average carrying capacity. 

And like the Jazz, the Civic comes with ‘magic seats’. 
These rear seats not only fold flat but, as part of the 60:40 
split arrangement, they can be folded upright to reveal a 


further load option for tall items. In a few quick moves 
both the seat back and cushion can be locked out of the 
way to accommodate Aunt Ethel’s large pot plant. 

Honda isn’t just satisfied appealing to our practical side, 
though. The Civic’s t hr ee engines - two petrol, one diesel - 
have been revamped to deliver more savings at the pump 
and when paying the tax man. In manual transmission 
guise they all get the now expected engine stop-start 
feature for good measure. A five-speed auto option is 
available for the 1.8 petrol Civic. 

Petrol power remains the dominant option in the Civic 
line-up, and the car’s 1.4 (lOObhp) and 1.8 (142bhp) units 
deliver smooth performance and meaningful economy 
savings. C02 is down for both and the 1.8 gains a fraction 
more power. The latter is a particularly smooth and willing 
unit, too. 

The big changes have been reserved for the 2.2-litre 
diesel engine, which has gained 10 more horsepower (now 
150bhp) yet dropped 24g to register 1 lOg/km C02 and is 
now EU5 rated. This is obviously a big deal, and with such 
tax-friendly credentials the car is now a more attractive 
proposition for company car drivers. 

For all the changes, has Honda succeeded in rounding off 


the Civic’s quirky comers? By and large, yes. On the road 
the car’s new electric power steering has been cleverly 
calibrated to deliver a good balance of weight and feel. The 
redesigned manual gearshift is more accurate and requires 
less effort. Forward visibility is good - the view rear is 
better. 

The car’s general ride is on the firm side of supple. It’s 
clearly biased towards reducing pitch and roll in the 
corners but the stmt front and rear beam axle set-up has 
been honed to deliver an impressively sophisticated ride on 
even the worst urban roads. The diesel Civic is most 
obviously a motorway mile-muncher and will be a boon 
for business drivers, while the 1.8 petrol variant feels 
lighter on its feet and a fun steer on twisty roads. 

With four trim levels boasting generous levels of kit, a 
cabin delivering a high quality ambience and above 
average levels of space and a flexible load carrying 
capacity that’s hard to beat elsewhere, Honda’s attention to 
detail should be commended. Style-wise this Civic is less 
polarising and its on road performance is more rounded 
and mature. It’s still fun, though. In fact, with the 
improvements to its engine range it could now be described 
as good clean fun.
